And now I must tell you the books which have 
disappeared. Waris merciless. It is a humiliat- 
ing reflection upon our civilization that there has 
been a more extensive destruction of the intellec- 
tual treasures of the world during the last eighty 
years than had occurred from the revival of learn- 
ing to 1790. Iam obliged to record to-day the de- 
struction of the Strasburg Library. You have, doubt- 
less, heard before this, how it fell a prey to one of 
the numerous conflagrations kindled by German 
bomb-shells in that unhappy city. Society there 
is intellectual. It possesses seats of learning, mu- 
seums remarkable even more for their arrangemeut 
than for their wealth (they are not, however, poor), 
and an unusual number of cultivated men, who, 
from their topographical situation and race, are 
familiar with the literature of Germany and France. 
An extensive influx of foreigners has not made 
them callous to strangers (which residence in a 
great capital is almost sure to do), the lavish ex- 
travagance the rivalry of fashionable society be- 
gets has not straitened hospitality, the intimate 
relations with Latin France have not corrupted Gef- 
man domestic life; in fine, the tenor of existence 
there is cheap, easy, simple, contented, and intel- 
lectual. Its minster, the inhabitants consider their 
most precious treasure; next to it they place the 
library. You may then imagine how they mourn 
its destruction. You will share this grief after 
reading the sketch of it by M. Schweighauser, who 
was for some time its keeper :— 

“The Strasburg Library was founded in 1765 by 
Schoepflin, the author of ‘ Alsatia Diplomatica’ and 
‘ Alsatia Illustrata.’ He sold the city his private 
library and his collections of coins and antiquities. 
His library contained 10,692 volumes. His price 
for them all was a small annuity for life. This 
sale did not prevent Schoepflin from enriching them 
by. new acquisitions. At his death (which occurred 
in 1771) his library contained 11,425 volumes. The 
municipal authorities granted an annual subsidy 
of 1200f., so when the revolution occurred there 
were about 22,000 volumes in the library. This 
first collection was considerably increased by the 
abolition of religious foundations, and by the con- 
fiscations of emigrés’ estates. The library con- 
tained about 80,000 volumes, which came from 
these sources. At present all these collections to- 
gether form a total of above 180,000 volumes, thé 
manuscripts not included. There is a reserve 
formed in the collection of printed books, which 
contains about 2000 incunabula. The manuscripts 
form a collection of 12,000 volumes, obtained, for 
the most part, from convents abolished at the revo-. 
lution ; three-fourths of them belonged to the old 
Commandery of St. John of Jerusalem. Anothef 
and no less important collection of manuscript 
was formed by Schoepflin. It consists of a seried 


of manuscript chronicles, and other monuments— 
relating to the history and political constitution of 


Alsace; these collections are all the more valaa 
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in consequence of the destruction during the revo- 
lution, of a great many original documents which 
were in the archives. This collection contains 
nearly 1000 volumes. A detailed catalogue, in four 
folio volumes, of Shoepflin’s library is in the ar- 
chives of the city of Strasburg. The ‘ Notices Manu- 
acrites,’ made by André Silbermann, for the city of 
Strasburg, should be mentioned next to Schoepflin’s 
collection. They are accompanied by pen-and-ink 
drawings, and contain very curious particulars 
about several places in Alsace. Besides these there 
are Grandidier’s manuscripts, a considerable col- 
lection of documents and registers of the old munici- 
pal archives, among which may be found the collec- 
tion of constitutions which the Republic of Strasburg 
made for its government daring the thirteenth and 
fourteenth centuries. These documents throw light, 
not only on the political history of the city of Stras- 
burg, but likewise on the general history of the 
free cities of the old German Empire. The gem of 
the collection is the ‘ Hortus Deliciarum,’ of Abbess 
Herrade von Landsperg. It is a manuscript of the 
12th century,a large folio, adorned, almost on every 
page, with extremely curious miniatures. A full 
account of this manuscript, by M. Alex. Le Noble, 
may be found in the first volume of the ‘ Ecole des 
Chartes.? The collection of manuscripts likewise 
contains the celebrated depositions of the witnesses 
summoned in the lawsuit between Guttenberg 
versus Dritzohn (his partner’s brother), Minute of 
the High Council, 1439. The Cabinet of Antiqui- 
ties consists, as has been aforesaid, of the collec- 
tions which Schoepflin made during his travels, es- 
pecially those in Italy, and which he subsequently 
increased by everything he could find in the pro- 
vince of Alasce. A lapidary formed of altars and 
other antique monuments, is to be seen in the en- 
trance-hall. The library likewise contains an ad- 
mirable medallion, given by André Silbermann, and 
which he bought in 1787. By virtue of a contract 
made between the managers of the Protestant 
Theological Seminary and Hermann, Mayor, repre- 
senting the city of Strasburg, and dated 6 Vende- 
miaire, An XII., the scientific and literary collec- 
tions which belong to the city of Strasburg are 
placed in the choir of the old Dominican church, 
now called Temple Neuf. This edifice, which was 
given in the sixteenth century for the use of the 
old college, was made a university in 1621, by Em- 
peror Ferdinand II. The university library (which 
is now the property of the Protestant Theological 
Seminary) was placed in it before An XII. This 
library was founded in 1531, by Stettmeistre Jac- 
ques Sturm von Sturmeck. He enriched it with very 
valuable books, still in existence, and which bear 
his coat-of-arms. The seventeenth and eighteenth 
centuries gave it very numerous collections. Ober- 
lin, brother of the celebrated clergyman, was libra- 
rian and professor of logic and metaphysics in this 
university. He made the catalogue of rare books, 
printed before 1520. There are 4000 of them. Many 
of them were printed by Faust, Scheffer, Mentelin, 
and several, perhaps, by Guttenberg. Some of them 
are dated 1459 and 1460, and a great many have no 
date. Among the most curious works of this 
library (which contains about 60,000 volumes, and 
some curious manuscripts) may be mentioned the 
first Bible in German, printed by Mentelin; it is 
without date and in folio. The initial letter of the 
book of Job contains 1470; it is believed an illu- 
minator interpolated thisdate. The received opinion 
is this Bible was printed in 1466.” 

It is mournful to think all these treasures, which 
scholars’ hands had so piously heaped up for the

It is a chronologically arranged history of 
paper-makers and paper-making, giving the names 
of all who have become distinguished as inventors 
or manufacturers, the improvements they intro- 
duced, and other matters of interest connected with 
the paper-maker’s art. In this edition the record 
is brought down to the latter part of last year, the 
latest paragraph recording the stop put to the im- 
portation of French papers, caused by the present 
war. The preface gives a history of paper or its 
substitute, from the earliest times, and includes a 
list of one hundred and nine different substances 
used for its manufacture. 

This volume, like all of Mr. Munsell’s books, is 
a model of neat typography. 


Collections of the Connecticut Historical Society. 
Vol. Il. 8vo. pp. 380. Hartford: Publisher 
for the Society. 

The Historical collections contained in this vol- 
ume consist of, first, a paper on the composition of 
Indian Geographical names, illustrated from the 
Algonkin Language, by J. Hammond Trumbull. 
The second is a collection of papers relating to the 
controversy in the church in Hartford, 1656-59, 
drawn principally from the Lansdownemanuscripts 
inthe British Museum.

The discussion between Brewster and Whewell 
| on the publication of their works, the “ Plurality 
of Worlds” and “‘More Worlds than One,’’ were 
comparatively recent, and yet we are told by Mr. 
| Proctor that the subject of life in other worlds has, 
in the rapid progress of science, “assumed a new 
aspect.’? We are informed that doubtful points 
have been cleared up, and a new meaning has been 
found even in those facts which were well known 
to both the disputants, and that a new mode of 
research has been devised which-has not only re- 
vealed a number of surprising facts, but promises 
to work yet greater marvels in the future. Accord- 
ingly our author proposes to discuss the subject 
anew. He aims not only to establish the thesis 
that there are other worlds than ours, but to pre- 
‘sent, in a new light, the striking discoveries which 
have rewarded recent scientific researches. Many 
of Mr. Proctor’s views will at first be received with 
some hesitation, but he supports them by facts and 
| by the results of celestial observations, and by a 
| great deal of forcible reasoning. He is enthusiastic, 
but it is to be said in his behalf, that the ideas 
here presented have not been suddenly formed. 
They have been carefully considered, and have been 
heretofore presented more or less fully in various 
publications so as to be exposed to criticism if they 
were assailable. Altogether the volume must be 
considered as perhaps the most thorough presenta- 
tion of this subject, on one of its sides, at least, 
which has yet been made.
